China’s obligations require large money payments 
and in case she fails to meet them, her next door 
neighbor, Japan, wiH be released froih certain ob­ 
ligations, among others the handing back of Shan­ 
tung to CMna. 
The agreement of Japan to re­ 
store Shantung must be kept, especially as the 
final action of the Japs on this question will be 
th r test of their change of heart, it was this 
agreement of Japan, that encouraged this country 
to reduce our Navy. The recent warfare in China 
has aroused some suspicion in this country as to 
its real cause, especially as the generjd of one of 
the opposing armies is described by the Army 
and Navy Journal as “Japanese hireling”. 
, Í» case Japan is the power behind the army of 
this General-—now just at the time final settle­ 
ment ts to be made as to Shantung, the results of 
the fighting in China will be watched with keen 
intersat by Americans. It is pointed out editorial­ 
ly by t{t« J b u n y and Navy Journal, that the move 
for a new*control over Peking comes just a few 
days after the action of the American Congress 
in making a material reduction in our fighting 
forces, in the following language':
